EARTHQUAKE IN THE RHIO ISLANDS. 

Sritcaporze, May 25.—A tremendous volcanic eruption has taken 
place in the Island of Rua, accompanied by an earthquake. The 
country is devastated, and 400 lives have been lost. 

Subsequent telegrams have been received confirmatory of this re- 
port, with the correction that the catastrophe took place at Rhio, in 
the Island of Bintang, the largest of the Rhio group. 





COMPLETION OF THE CHINA TELEGRAPH CABLE. 

By telegrams, dated noon of the ist inst., we learn that the 
China Cable Expedition was then in lat. 19.52 and long. 112.47.

A telegram received this day states that the cable was completed on 
the 8rd inst., and the connection made with the shore end to-day.

Sunmary of Hews from the Far East 
JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. . 


By the Pacific mail steamer Great Republic—which arrived at 
San Francisco May 13—we have advices from this port to the 
22nd April. The London mail (French) of Feb. 17 was received 
on the 7th, and the following English mail of Feb, 24 on the 14th 
April. 

For the following items we are indebted to the Japan. Mail of 
the 22nd April :— 

The rumours that have lately prevailed as to the arrival of the 
Prince of Satsuma in Yedo are unfounded. Moreover, he is not, 
as has been reported, the brother of Shimadzu Saburo, but the 
son, and was adopted by the latter’s brother. Shimadzu Saburo 
had not arrived at Yedo, although expected. Again, in contra- 
diction of general rumour, Saigo Kichinosuke has left Yedo for 
Satsuma, and will probably return with the Prince and his father. 
Tokugawa Kamenosake is eleven, not sixteen years of age, and 
lives at Shidzuoka, not Shimidzu, and his betrothal to a daughter 
of the Prince of Satsuma is, in the highest degree, improbable. 

Large contingents of troops were pouring into Yedo from va- 
rious daimiates, and it has been reported that the effect of this 
would be antagonistic to the Mikado and his Government. We 
have the very best reason for asserting that the direct contrary is 
the case. Satsuma, one of the most powerful, if not the most 
powerful, prince, hus given his entire support to the Government, 
and has thus induced a sense of security in Yedo hitherto unknown. 

The ascent of Fusiyama is a feat which at any time of the year 
is worth recording, but during the commencement of spring, 
when the snow is melting, is doubly worthy of mention. . It bas 
been usually considered impossible to ascend Fusiyama except 
during the dry season, but that this is a mistake is proved by the 
fact that Captain Baird, of the 42nd Riyal Highlanders, recently 
made the ascent, accompanied only by a coolie. Starting before 
daybreak, he reached the summit about four p M., and did not get 
down till after dark. He found the snow very deep, and melting, 
which made the ascent toilsome in the extreme. Indeed, in 
places, particularly ina wood through which his path lay for 
some time, the snow was up to the waist. Such a feat as this is, we 
believe, unparalleled, it being the first successful attempt to reach 
the top of Fusiyama during the winter months. The Japanese 
always try to hinder any such hazardous experiments, and they 
endeavoured to dissuade Captain Baird from making the attempt ; 
but his true British pluck carried him through triumphantly and 
successfully. 

Mr. Hannen, assistant judge, delivered judgment in the case of 
Strauss v. Howell on the 20th April, for the plaintiff, with $600 
damages, inclusive of his costs. Presuming these amount to $500, 
Mr. Strauss, who laid his claim at $2,000, receives $100 as com- 
pensation for the criticism upon his character which his connec- 
tion with the Belgian Consulate at Yedo seems to us (the Japan 
Mail) not only to warrant but to demand. : 

An attempt was made to launch the lightship Hakodate, but 
from some cause she refused to leave the ways. She is the second 
lightship built in Japan, and is intended for use at Hakodate. 
She is 70 feet long, 25 feet beam, is 130 tons burthen, drawing 
only some 7 feet of water. 

Some of the revelations made by the publication of the new 
Japanese Blue-book are extremely amusing. The claims of Mr, 
Portman, formerly American Secretary of »P tion, to a conces- 
sion for a line of railway between Yedo and Yokohama, are dis- 
missed, with amazing brevity, in a despatch addressed to Mr. de 
Long, which illustrates with curious felicity the objections we 
pointed out some months ago to the intrusion of commercial aspi- 
rations into diplomatic intercourse. We may hope that for the 


} future there will be no more danger of this. 
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Another curious despatch from a foreign consul to the Japanese 
Government requests that a temple at Yedo may he allotted to 
him as a residence, on the ground that by virtue of the “ favoured 
nation” clause in the treaty made with his Government he has a 
right to insist upon a privilege of this nature which was pre- 
viously granted to another consul. The plan adopted by the 
Government of publishing these communications is calculated to 
prove instructive to the Japanese, and not only to them. We 
need hardly tell our subscribers that we do not endorse these 
sentiments of our Yokohama contemporary. They seem to us to 
@onvey the prejudices of an old civil servant rather than the feel- 
ings of an independant journalist, Social influences are undoubt- 
edly contagious, but we should be sorry to think that a residence 
in Japan was likely to bring about the adoption of so purely Ja- 
panese an institution as the Aari kari by our own officials. 

Mr. Adams, Secretary of H.B.M. Legation, has addressed an 
interesting paper on the subject of the deterioration of Japanese 
silk to the Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Adams appears to think 
that the export of Japanese eggs may decrease in the future, and 
that the disease, known as pebrine, is assuming smaller propor- 
tions in France and Italy, where it formerly made such ravages. 
This disease is aleo indigenous in Japan. Mr. Adams discounte- 
nanees the idea that Government interference would be beneficial 
in improving the quality of the material or the manufacture. 

A meeting of merchants interested in the silk trade was held 
at the Chamber of Commerée to take the same question into con- 
sideration. Acommittee, consisting of Messrs. Le Mare, White, 
Scheidt, erg rhnote Ney Barthe, was elected to investigate the 
subject, and bring it under the notice of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

We wndetstand that in future the Daimios are to be 
ealled, upon to reside in Yedo for three months, in four relays, 
so that in three years every Daimio will have been domiciled 
in the capital for three months. The object of this is not, as was 
the case during the Tycoonate, to impoverish the Daimios by the 
inforced removal of their men, but to educate, as it were, every 
Dalimio in the policy and theories of the Government. In con- 
nection with this determination on the part of the Government 
Gomes the rumour that about the middle of next month Shimadzu 
Saburo. the Prime Minister of the Satsuma clan, will arrive at Yedo, 
on the invitation of the Mikado, with the avowed purpose of sup- 

ing the Government, to whom he gives practical assistance 
in the shape of two battalions, each numbering eight hundred men, 
of Sateums soldicrs. In return the Government has cheerfully 
and gratefully recognised the services of Satsuma, whose support 
is probably more valuable than of any other Daimio. To further 
strengthen the Mikado in his desire to centralise the Goverament 
and to form a national army independent of, or formed from, 
those of the Daimios, a number of Tosa troops, and a troop of one 
hundred cavalry, under the command of members of the Tosa 
clan, have been sent to Yedo to form the nucleus of s national 
army. 

We also hear that 4 battalion, consisting of 400 Kanga troops, 
has arrived at Yokohama from Yedo ; the reason being the over- 
crowded condition of the Yedo barracks. 

On the 17th April the premises No. 71, Main-street, occupied 
by Mendelson Bros., the Pharinacle Francaise and [lirzog and 
Roth, and the next store, in the same occupation, were burned 
down. Messrs. Hirzog and Roth were insured in the Sun Fire 
Insurance Company for $5,000, the Lancashire Fire Insurance 
Company being also interested to a tolerably heavy amount. 

A meeting of the Yokohama Rifle Association was held on 
April 14th, Dr. Dalliston in the chair. A small proportionate 
subscription—under a dollar each—was called in to defray the 
deficit on last year’s accounts, so that the coming year was com- 
menced with a free balance-sheet. 

Bome modifications have been made in the Board of Works. 
The telegraphs will be transferred from the lighthouse to the 
railway department, to which they more naturally belong. The 
lighthouses and harbours will be combined in one department, 
and in the former branch will be included all the lighthouses 
erected up to this time, three of which have hitherto been 
superintended by another branch of the administration. 

he Japan Mail adds :—When it became evident to all those 
in any way connected with the Japanese Government that the 
driving out of the foreigners was an impossible task, the native 
officials at the head of the Government veered round in their licy 
aad welcomed, instead of repelling, foreign advances. With this 
change of sentiment towards the foreiguers, the Government has 
decided upon a most politic and advantageous step. 





HIOGO. 

The Hiogo News has the following items:—The Woodji Maru 
as launched from the yard of Messrs. Fitzgerald and Strome in 
the presence of a considerable number of visitors and residents. 
Flags of various nationalities were brought into requisition in the 
usual ray and a cold tiffin was provided for those who had ne- 

lected that indispensable ceremony. The time appointed for the 
unch was one o’clock, and a few minutes after, Mrs. Korthals (who 
was to christen the vessel) arrived. The customary bottle of cham- 
pagne having been duly broken over the bows, and the shures 
nocked away, the vessel should have glided more or less giacefuly 
into the sea. The Woodys Maru has been buils to the onder of Mz. 
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Klein of Osaka ; she is constructed of the best wood this country 
produces 3 is copper fastened, and is very wrongly built. Wemay 
safel call her one of the best built vessels yet launched in Japan. 
Her Tength is 82 feet, breadth, 14ft. Gin., tonnage, 90. Her en- 
gines have been made in England, and are to be put in at the 
Kage foundry. Shipbuilding is looking up just now in Kobe. 

The Meidzru, a natty little steamer of about 100 feet ia length, 
built by Messrs. W. K. Board and Co. for a Hiogo merchant, to 
the order of Messrs. KE. 0. Kirby and Co., has been launched. 
She looks about as neat & thing in the steamer line as we have 
seen in Kobe, and being twin screw, she is as handy as she is prett7. 

We hear that Mr. Marshall has been selected to fill the post of 
Harbour Master for this Port. If the right man is in the right 
place—to ascertain which we shall not have long to wait, we 
suppose—those who have taken the initiative in filling this much 
needed office will deserve the thanks of the community. One 
of the first points to which we would call Mr. Marshall's atten- 
tion is the mischievous practice which obtains amongst the crews 
of steamers of throwing coal ashes and other refuse into the har- 
bour, At some future day we propose to revert to this subject at 
greater length. 

The various Consuls have issued the following notification :— 
Whereas it has come to the notice of the barge be that, in 
spite of their protestations, the Japanese local authorities have 
commenced to unduly interfere with the native servants in foreign 
employ, the undersigned warn their respective subjects and citizens 
against admitting into their premises any Japanese officials 
coming for such purposes, unless provided with their Consul’s 
written sanction to that effect. 

The undersigned also request to be informed of any further un- 
authorised interference under this head.

NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Naeasaxi, April 15. 

I last wrote you on the 28th ultimio, via Brindisi, but fear that 
it will not reach you sooner than the present letter, as it did 
uot arrive at Shanghai in timte to catch the outward mail for 
Europe. Since my last the mails of 3rd, 10th. and 17th Feb- 
ruary have been delivered here, and on the 14th instant the 
Eng ish mail of the 24th February arrived by the P. M. 8, 8. 

s New York, forty-nine days. 

The British barque Zorton and the North German barque Alida 
both sailed for Loudon on the 2nd inst. The chief portion of 
their cargoes consist of tobacco. see (N.E. No. 65) manifests. It 
is the general opinion here that as the Alida has been so long in 
port her bottom must be very foul, and that it will cause her to 
make a very long voyage. She is nota fast sailer at any time, 
and it would not surprise people if she took over nine months to 
reach London. The movements of the vessels of war have been 
as follows :—The French gunboat Coetlogon arrived from Foochow 
on the 30th ult., and sailed again for Hiogo and Yokohama on 
the 4th inst. Russian gunboat Sodo/, for Hakodate, left on the 
8th inst. The Danish frigate Tordenskjold and the French cor- 
vette Linots, arrived from Shanghai on the 8th and 9th inst. re- 
spectively. The last two vessels and H. B. M. gunboat Ringdove 
remain in port. 

The officers of the Danish frigate are now engaged in maki 
observations and taking soundings, in auticipation of the arriv 
of the Nagasaki section of the Great Northern telegraphic cable ; 
and I hear that it is expected to be completed and in working 
gear by the end of August next. According to present arrange- 
ments, it is intended to land the cable at a spot between Tomats 
and Tukahora, near the entrance of the harbour; and from 
thence continue it by land lines to the Belle Vue Hotel, which 
has been rented for a number of years as a station. 

The Nagasaki regatta is to come off in a few days, and a meet- 
ing was held at the club on the 13th inst., to arrange details, 
which will be made public after the departure of the,mail steamer, 
which takes place at noon. There isa report of an action, “ Hong 
Kong and Shaaoghai Banking Corporation ». F. P. Tombrink,’ 
trustee of the estate of Glover and Co., which was gained by the 
bank with oosts, The case, it is said, ought never to have been 
defended. 

Business of every description is nearly suspended, pending the 
new coin reaching the port.

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(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
Naqasaxt, April 15. 

Considerable curiosity exists here with reference to the affairs 
of Glover and Co., relative to which but little information has as 
yet been allowed to transpire. The creditors—at any rate those 
on this side—seem to consider that the public have little right to 
information on the subject as the arrangement is a private one, 
and several of the parties concerned have, I hear, even disapproved 
of the brief report of the recent meeting of creditors that was 
published in the Nagasaki Express. Iam inclined to believe that 
much of this desire to keep things quiet is attributable to the 
fact that the estate presents a very unfavourable prospect for un- 
secured creditors. 

It is evident from the few facts which have transpired, that 
whatever dividend may be realised depends wholly upon the 
Takasima mine, all other property being mortgaged. The mine, 
however, has during the past six months incurred a loss in working 
of $25,000, so that not only is there no dividend, but, on the con- 
trary, a very heavy deficit. I hear, further, that a large outlay 
has been made on machinery for the sinking of new shafts, but 
as this is an expense of special and not of periodic occurrence, 
there may be reason to hope that later on affairs may assume a 
more satisfactory aspect than they now present, especially as the 
additional inspectors appointed at the meeting are men who may be 
depended on to conduct matters in such a way as to give the best 
results obtainable. There aro several obstacles tending to inter- 
fere with success, and these are very great burthens on the mine. 
First of these is the terms made by Mr. Glover, who, in his 
anxiety to do business, allowed the Japanese to get the best of 
the bargain, by giving them a royalty of $1 per ton on the coals 
raised and half-share of the profits. The next is the stipulation 
made by the Prince of Hizon, that none other than Hizen men 
are to be allowed to work, and as these are often not obtainable 
the full capabilities of the mine are not always developed, for 
which there appears to be no remedy. The length of time the 
lease has to run is seven years from the time the firm suspended 
payment, at the expiration of which the Prince of Hizen takes 
over the plant by paying for it. The agreement, I hear, contains 
a clause to the effect that no one but Mr. Glover is to be allowed 
to work a coal-mine on Takasima, which clause has been inter- 
preted to mean that unless the mine is worked in Mr. Glover's 
name it isa breach of agreement (a quibble quite likely to be 
raised by the Japanese), so that Mr. Gloves gets an allowance for 
superintending, which is charged to the estate, and not to the 
mine—a circumstance some people fail to see the justice of, though 
it was carried at the meeting. 

Wich all the difficulties staring them iu the face, the inspectors 
have got some very delicate work to perform. To throw the affair 
into bankruptcy would be very unwise, as it would ‘leave nothing 
for the unsecured creditors, 80 the only alternative is to continue 
working the mine, in the hope that, although the first six months 
show unsatisfactory results, the next will prove better.

SHANGHAI. 

We have received a copy of Mr. Medhurst’s interesting lecture 
on “ Curiosities of Street Pleotatare in Ohina” ia pamphlet form. 
The English system of advertising would seem to be so well 
understood in the Flowery Land that it may possibly have origi- 
nated there. Medical men in China, it seems, describe themselves 
as “the world’s benefactor,” or “a benefit to society in general,” 
quite in the style of our own doctor infallibles. Mr. Medhurat’s 
account of the theatres is most amusing—theatres being prohi- 
bited by law in China, and, as regards Shanghai in particular, 
having been denounced by the Taoutai. Theatrical establish- 
ments consequently describe themselves as ‘‘ tea-gardens”” and 
other romantic and evasive names, such as “ Fragrance fills the 
Hall,” “The Garden of the Three Elegants,” dc. &c. The follow- 
ing is even more amusing :— 

Visiting is a most serious business in China, and every individual 
who pretends to the slightest modicum of respectability must have a 
servant to carry and present his cards. A Chinese card is not the neat 
white ylazed little bit of pasteboard which our Westorn exquisites affect, 
but a huge sheet of scarlet paper with the name inscribed in large cha- 
racters—the more mammoth-like the character the more grand and 
respectable. 

The most extraordinary card that Mr. Medhurst, or anyone 
else, we sbould think, ever received, was one from a young Chi- 
nese lady, announcing her intention to commit suicide (in conse- 

uence of the death of her intended husband) on a certain date. 

ut even more remarkable is the fact that she was not only not 
peevented from doing this, but absolutely did hang herself pub- 
icly on a stage in the open fields ! 

Among the curiosities of street literature Mr. Medhurst 
includes some curious names of public thoroughfares. “ Flourish- 
ing Affluence-street,” “ Peaceful Repose-street,” ‘ Benevolence- 
street,” &c. 

Baby linen scarcely comes under the head of Street Literature, 
but the amusing specimens of the inscriptions on infants’ caps, 
&c., which Mr. Medhurst gives, fairly justify his including them 
in his amusing lecture. ace are some peri: answering ap 


parently to our “ Welcome little stranger !” and “ Heaven watch 
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my sweet babe in its slumbers!” The Chinese seem to have 
rather the best of the selection, according to our judgment, for it 
seems they mark their derceaunets and such small gear with such 
sentences as “ Long life, wealth, and honour!” or, ‘‘ A safe pas- 
sage through all critical periods and obnoxious influences !” 

It is altogether unnecessary for us to recommend Mr. Medhurst’s 
most valuable contribution to our readers, who know so much of 
the land and people he so well describes. But we may express the 
hope that he will republish his work in London, where, we are sure 
it would be deeply appreciated by an immense circle of readers 
whom it would benefit as much as it would add to their informas 
tion. Mr. Medhurst’s concluding sentence is so admirable that 
we cannot resist transferring it to our columns. 

The moral T would wish my hearers to draw from all these facts is» 
that it is wise, in whatever country one may by accident or of necessity 
be placed, always to use one’s power of observation, and be slow to des- 
pise any people, however presumably barbarous or peculiar, until] one 
has taken the trouble to ascertain what their customs really are, and how 
far they merit the censure ignorance is too proneto bestow on them.

IMPORTS. 

YoroHAMA.—The market had been extremely dull throughout the 
interval, and business had been almost at a standstill, This had been in 
a great measure owing to a scarcity of money among native traders. 
Prices generally had declined. Grey Shirtings and Yarns were quoted 
considerably lower. The only goods for which any inquiry had been 
made were Muslins, Mousselines de Laine, and Black Alpacas. Quo- 
tatlons (which, except for the articles named, must be considered as 
almost nominal) were as follow :—G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 Ib«, 38} yards 
89 in., per piece, $2.30 to 2.35; 8 Ibs. 4 to 8 Ibs. 6 do., $2.62 to 
2.67 ; 9 lbs., do., 44 in., $3. Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, per picul, 
$88.50 to 39; No. 28 to 32, $41.50 to 42; No. 38 to 42, $40.51) to 41.50. 
Alpacas, 42 yards 31 inch, per piece, $7.50 to 8; Mousselines de Laine 
(plain) 80 to 31 inch per yard, $0.22 to 0.24; du. (printed), do., $0.25 
to 0.39. 

Hroco AND OsAKa.—The news of the termination of the European 
War caused early in the interval some movement in cotton goods, and 
prices showed an upward tendency. The weakness of the Shanghai and 
Yokohama markets, however, soon checked the 1mprovement, and quota-— 
tions generally had at the close a downward tendency. Woollens were less 
saleable, in consequence of the weather. Cotton Yarn: Nos, 28-32 
were in good demani! early in the month. and a fair business was done 
at advancing rates, but the market had become much weaker ; 16-24’s 
showed an advance upon tast mail’s prices. Grey Shirtings: Large ar- 
rivals had fully supplied the market, and quotations tended downwards. 
Black Velvets: There. had been a slightly better demand. Victoria 
Lawns: Sales hud been effected at improved prices, but the enquiry had 
subsided, and prices were weaker. Camlets: White had been in de- 
mand, but all colours were again negli cted at the close. Plain Orleans: 
Black continued to attract attention, and prices were fully maintained ; 
White was also saleable. Mousselines de Laine dull at former rates.

HroGo AND OsaKa.— But little business had been transacted since 
the departure of the lust American mail, owing principally to unfavour- 
able reports from the New York market, which had caused stocks to ac- 
cumulate, the greater proportion still consisting of the lower grades, for 
which quotations were unchanged.

SARAWAK AND SAIGON.® 

“ The Commercial Reports received from Her Majesty's Consuls 
in 1869-70” have just received an addition in a volume which 
contains the Reports from Sarawak and Saigon, From the former 
place Mr. Martin, under date May 11th, 1870, announces a great 
increase in the trade of 1869 as compared with 1868. The exports 
in 1868 were £446,348. In 1869 they rose to £734,174. And in 
the same space of time the Imports rose from £401,395 to 
£614,361. The Coast trade also increased in similar proportion, 
and the outports did a steadily progrerare trade with one another 
and with Singapore and China. he Cinnabar mines worked by 
the Borneo Company are reported as fairly started, and the an- 
timony mines as yielding good ore in fair quantities. 

From Saigon Mr. Consul Caswell’s Reports for 1869 and 1870 
appear simultaneously, owing to delay on the part of the Foreign- 
office. Mr. Caswell reports the growing importance and prosperity 
of the French colony, the war in which the mother country has 
been engaged having had no disastrous effect, but rather having 
benefited some interests, shipping especially. The Br-tish tonnage 
increased 32,000 tons in 1870 over the number in 1869. Three 
German vessels, captured by French men-of-war, were brought into 
Saigon, and their cargoes sold, but the vessels retained. 


The total exports of rice amounted in 1870 to 3,781,670 piculs, 
being an increase of 1,112,328 piculs. The natives having thus 
readily found purchasers for their produce, put more ground under 
cultivation. In sugar, the Indo-Chinese company established a 
factory at Brenhoa, about eighteen miles from Saigon. Great 
expectations were entertained concerning the prosperity of this 
enterprise, with the support of the French Government. In addi- 
tion to the great increase in the trade of the colony, Mr. Caswell 
reports the establishment of several British mercantile agencies. 
Tugboats, lighters, warehouses, rice and sugar-mills, banks and 
insurance companies, were also introduced. The report is unique, 
and extremely interesting, owing to the late proposal as to its 
transfer to Germany. Our readers may now more fully appreciate 
the success of our efforts to induce the Foreign-office to appoint 
a Consul at Saigon.

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THE OPIOM TRADE.—INDIAN COMMITTEE. 
EXAMINATION OF SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK AND MB. COOPER. 
Sir R. Atcook stated that he is Her Majesty’s Minister in China, 

and that he has resided in that country fora quarter of a century. 
Within the last year or two his atteation had been called by the mer- 
chants engaged ia the opium trade to the cultivation of the poppy in 
China, and in consequence he took pains to get all the information he 
could on that sahject. He was informed by the merchants that the 
trade of the three or four preceding years had been a losing trade, and 
that the progressive increase in the consumption of opium had been 
stopped, and they were of opinion that some cause was interfering 
with the consumption or the demand. In January, 1869, one of the 
censors—an important body in China, whose function it was to call 
attention to what was wrong on the part of any of the authorities, 
from the Emperor down to the lowest official—presented 9 memorial 
to the Emperor, requesting the cultivation of the poopy to be atopped. 
In consequence, an edict appeared in the Peking Gazette of June 29, 
referring to this memorial and to the former edict, prohibiting the 
cultivation of opium entirely. In February he sent a despatch 
to Lord Stanley on the subject, a copy of which was sent 
to the India-office and also to Calcutta. (Sir Rutherford read 
extracts from the deapatch in question and its enclosures, to 
the effect that the cultivating was spreading in various provinces, al- 
most all over China, and that in some it was taking the place of the 
natural products of the country. He also read a despatch of May 20, 
referring to a confidential interview he had had with Yung Sang and 
other ministers on the subject of the opium duty, in which they 
strongly urged on him to represent to his Government the propriety 
of forbidding the traffic. He also read an official note from the Foreign 
Board in Chiua, urging Her Majesty’s Government to prohibit the 
importation of opium as injurious to legitimate commerce.] Suhse- 
ueatly to this he discovered that one of the most distinguished of the 
vernment officers had actually employed himself in the production 
of the poppy. and that he had memorialised the Throne to grant licences 
and to prohibit the importation of foreign opium. That course was 
suggested by Ld, and by him carried out. In January in the following 
year he proceeded to Calcutta and placed this information before the 
Governor-General in Council. The substance of the information that 
he had to impart was that there was a large and increasing cultivation 
of the poppy in China, and that the Chinese Government, if they could 
not come to terms of arrangement with the British Government, would 
promote the cultivation of opiam in China, so as to produce it ata 
cheaper rate than it could be sent at from India; that they would en- 
tirely shut out opium, and having done that they would be able to 
stamp out the cultivation in China. 

Mr. Cooper was examined on the subject of opium cultivation in 
China. He could not speak from his own knowledge that the cultiva- 
tion of opium was increasing. but from inquiries he made of the French 
missionaries, he was told that thirty years ago, when they first went 
to China, the growth of opium was unknown in the province of 
Szchuan, but now it was grown there extensively, rather under the 
ban of the officials, but still allowed, and that in Yunnan it was grown 
in larger quantities. There was no special tax upon it, but the culti- 
vators were permitted to grow it on paying a secret fee to the officials. 
Opium was also grown in many provinces of China by the natives for 
their own consumption; not for trade, except at Yunnan. Indian 
opium never went to the west of China ; they would not smoke it 
there, on account of its being too strong for them. Its use was solely 
confined to those provinces which were reached by our open ports on 
the east coast. He endeavoured to effect a passage from China to 
India, and went to Thibet, but he did not discover that any opium 
was grown there. The Chinese only smoked opium, they never ate 
it. The consumption of opium was becoming alarmingly prevalent 
in East China and in West China also. If a person smoked a pipe 
of opium once or twice a week it had very little effect, but if he 
smoked a pipe or two a day for three or four days successively it would 
affect him go seriously that before he could raise his energies to go to 
work he would have to smoke one or two pipes. The consumption of 
& regular smoker would be from three-quarters of an ounce to an ounce 
a day, but a great smoker would consume an ounce and a half or more. 
They would begin to smoke at eight in the evening, and go on till 
three or four in the morning. Amongst the lowest orders of the people 
women, and boys and girls from the age of eleven smoked opium. 
They would spend money for opium even if they went without food. 
He employed several coolies wuen he was in China, and each coolie 
used to smoke every evening an amount of opium which cost him 150 
cash. 1,000 cash was equal to one tael, the value of which was 6s. 8d. ; 
so that the opium would cost each coolie about a shilling, and his 
wages were 250 cash a day. When a coolie had his opium regularly he 
would perform prodigies of work, but if he miesed for one day he would 
lie in his bed listleas and unable to speak. His coolies carried him on 
an average twenty milesa day. He never saw a grey-headed coolie. 
The Indian drug would always find a good market in China on account 
of ita superior quality. It required fewer pipes to produce the same 
effect than the native drug did. He should say that in Canton the 
native drag was mixed with Indian. The grandfather of the present 
Emperor slew his youngest son when he discovered that he was 
addicted to opium smoking, and he issued an edict against the culti- 
vation of the poppy. In China the cultivation of opium interfered 
seriously with the growth of food. He thought the effect of opiam 
smoking in China was worse than that of drinking intoxicating liquors 
in England. If a man could get his supply of opium regularly he 
went on, but if he could not get it he died. When he used to start 
on his journey in the morning, before the watch went round, it was a 
common thing to see men lying dead on the road simply from the 
want of opium. Opiam smoking led to a crime in this way, that in 
order to get opium men would do anything, even sell their children. 
The Chinese Government levied an import duty on the opium, and he 
did not think they cared much about the traffic so long as they got the 
money. The Taepings, he had heard, set their faces against opium, 
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es did also the Mahommedans in Yannan. The Chinese were also 
heavy drinkers. It would be impossible to put down opium smoking 
in China ; if they did, they would destroy one-third of the whole popu- 
lation. If the importation of the drug were stopped it would be a 
frightful calamity ; he should say that one-third of the population would 
die. Ina report of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce it was stated 
that for the last five or six years the poppy had been grown more 
openly, and was conspicuous in the fields; that quite accorded with 
his observation. The authorities winked at it, simply because eo large 
& proportion of the people smoked opiam that they could not prevent 
it. He did not think the habit had eprung up within the last thirty 
years. He believed it had existed on the eastern coast of China for a 
couple of centuries. The tribes bordering the northern part of Bur- 
mah and Assam had cultivated opium for generations. He did not 
think we had anything to fear from the competition of the Chinese 
cultivators provided we furnished the eastern Chinese with the Indian 
drug at a moderate price, and even at present prices we need not fear 
the competition of the Chinese for several years to come. If we wished 
to put down competition we must reduce the price of the Indian drug. 
On the whole he thought if the Indian opium revenue failed it would 
be from bad management. He thought the consumption wag gure to 
nerease. 








WHAT CHINA WANTS. 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) 

It would seem that enough material had been furnished the public 
of late with reference to the massacre of Tientsin in June, 1870, to 
make them see how impossible it is to receive China into the comity 
of nationa, at least on just the same footing we do the Chriatian nations 
of Europe. It may be a very pleasant and a very gratifying thing to 
read in a nicely bound book of their gracious manners, their smiling 
and bowing and exchanging of courtesies with our officials. We were 
charmed, intoxicated with delight, when the Burlingame Embassy 
showered ite celestial samjlea upon us. We thought then that China had 
really entered the family circle of nations; but we have occasion now 
to be ashamed of what we lavished at that time upon them in compli- 
ments and in confidence. Having read the foreign papers published 
at Shanghai and Hong Kong at that time and since, we see that 
our countrymen, as well as other “ Western barbarians” residing in 
China, were right in their opinions ; and surely their opinions are 
worth studying ; forwho more than they are interested in the com- 
merce of China? Who more anxious for a policy which will in all time 
ingure peace, surrounded, as many of them are, with all they possess in 
the world, not to speak of their wives and children, their homes, 
earned at the expense of many privations and yeare of toil in the 
strange and distant land? From the views of the foreigners residing 
there we see that for the most part they distrusted China when she sent 
the Burlingame mission forth, and while in the United States and in 
Europe thie mission was being received with every mark of respect, 
our people among the Chinese looked on witb dismay and disgust. 
While the civilised world believed in the sincerity of China onr coun- 
trymen and their fellow men about them knew it was but the acting 
of a base fraud. Whv? We shall see if we look further. 

Commerce with China, more than with any other country, in fact 
wholly, depends upon treaties; and perhaps there are no people who 
better understand their obligations in their keeping of an agreement, 
contract or a treaty, simple or complicated, ordinary or extraordi- 
nary. Among them written contracts for various purposes are of 
constant occurrence, all of which are duly written according to form, 
sealed, signed, and witnessed. And is it to be supposed that they are 
in the least ignorant of their obligations to keep or carry out their 
treaties with foreign Powers? No. But how have they kept them? 
Not with good will, most certainly; but by and through constant 
contention, argament and endless trouble on the part of every 
foreign official, Minister and Consul in Chins, of whatever nationality. 
Concessions have been obtained from that government mostly at the 
point of the bayonet. Thatis where the treaties came from. And so 
Jong as our policy was a strict one—so long as we put our fingers on 
the letter of the treaty and held them to it—we got our rights. But 
times have changed. We wanted to be magnanimous. The spirit 
was a good one—grand and generous indeed, beautiful in theory, but 
impossible in practice, to bring China into the circle of civilised na~ 
tions—semi-civilised, ignorant, stupid. and obstinate to a most into- 
lerant deyree as she is. Her politicians kept the run of foreign poli- 
tics. They saw that England was influenced by the peace party, and 
the rest of the world following in her train, and, like a cunning dip- 
lomat, as old China iz, she played her part well. She began to fondle 
us, touch our vanity, and we were pleased, flattered, cheated. The 
time was drawing near for the revision of the treaties. She wanted 
timo —time for delay—and so in the largeness of her heart she sent an 
Embassy to tell us of it. The Embassy made a treaty with us, a kind 
of complimentary exchange of sentiments. But what was the part 
this wily, eily Oriental was playing behind the scenes? Despising us 
at heart—counting us among the “ outside barbarians "—she prepares 
for war, or something that looked very much like it. And eo she 
begins by insult in every quarter and ends with a massacre, in which 
the most horrible crimes were enacted—~another Cawnpore murder of 
East India memory. 

But there is one all-important question to be settled before anything 
like national equality with China can be established. In diplomacy 
it is called the ‘¢ Audience Question.” In social life how impossible 
to think of friendliness where one party looks upon the otuer with 
contempt. The same is as true with the nation as with the individual. 
And yet these semi-civilised, ignorant, effete Chinese look upon us 
with positive contempt. The ‘‘central,” the “ middle Kingdom,” 
views the surrounding nations as in reality but ‘outside barbarians.” 
Oar Ministers cannot have an audience of her ruler because our rulers 
are not his equal! Distinguished men, men of Royal blood, cannot 
be admitted to his presence. Ministers and consuls and other officials 
not unfrequently meet with insult, the Chinese officials refusing to 
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extend the same courtesies or permit the same rules of etiquette to be 
employed that they would among themselves under similar circum- 
stances. Jet us insist, then, upon equality in word and in act as a 
basis to future understanding. Can free Americans, can a republic, 
ask less? The good effects of this line of action will be felt in every 
direction. The high Chinese functionaries, the subordinate officials, 
_ the petty officers of the people, will feel the influence of such a point 
ined. And this must react upon us; such is the law of nature. In 
ringing down the ‘Brother of the Sun” and the “Uncle of the 
Moon" a peg or two we bring him to reagon. 





CHINESE GOOD FAITH. 


(NBW YORK TIMES.) 
“ here is equal propriety and justice in the general denunciation, 
which has found voice at the religious meetings held here and else- 
where during the past few days, with regard to the reactionary move- 
ment in China. Naturally, there is small satisfaction in seeing a mis- 
sion field, which has now for fifty years been cultivated at vast expense 
of funds and faith, suddenly shut against further attempts at tillage. 
And, Christianity aside, the spirit of progress and civilisation looks 
’ on with dismay to find that the sanguine hopes founded on the Bur- 
ingame Embasay and its doings are go rudely dispelled at a moment's 
notice. 

Bat, without discussing the questions which the missionary and the 
social reformer have to consider in this matter, we may fitly inquire 
what action our Government hag taken or purposes to také under cir- 
cumstances which involve as bold a violation of treaty stipulations as 
the history of diplomatic relations records. The recent Imperial 
decree abolishes schools established for the instruction of females, 
restricts teaching to Government rules and regulations, prohibits the 

romu'gation of any doctrines which do not agree with those of Oon- 
Sein; and transfera the missionaries from their former independent 
position and from the protection of their own Governments to direct 
subjection to the Chinese Emperor. To have likewise decreed the re- 
fusal of compensation for damages growing out of the massacre of fo- 
reigners a few months ago is the natural result of the repudiation of 
those principles of reform which the world welcomed only a short 


me ago, 
. When, in 1858, the United States executed a treaty with China, that 
. document contained a provision that ‘‘any person, whether citizen of 
the United States or Chinese convert, should be allowed, without per- 
. geeation or molestation, peaceably to teach and practice the principles 
of Christianity.” The Burlingame Treaty, made ten years later, em- 
phasized these very points, and in its fourth article contained an 
agreement that the people of either nation, when in either country, 
should enjoy perfect religious liberty, and be exempt from persecution 
en account of their faith and worship. So far as our country ia con- 
eerned this treaty has been sacredly observed, as witness the joas- 
houses and entire freedom of religious ritual allowed the “ Heathen 
Chinee” wherever he cares to settle in America. Onthe other hand, the 
eoaduct of the Imperial Government has not been in the line of decent 
respect for our rights, and the rights of ita own people, under these treaty 
stipulations. This recent proclamation is, in fact, au insult to the United 
States which cannot safely be overlooked, and, whether we will or 
not, we are compelled to take up the matter in defence of our mis- 
sionaries and their converts. When our present Minister, Mr. Low, 
peiled for China, he received instructions from the State Department 
which indicate a determination on the part of the United States to 
insist upon the faithful fulfilment of the Treaty in ita entirety. Even 
within the past year, as matters of provocation have been reported, 
Secretary Fish has directed Minister Low to inform the Celestial au- 
« thorities ‘‘ that any violation of the rights of our citizens, and any fla- 
grant violation of treaty stipulations of other Powers, may cause a 
change of the traditional policy of the United States in their inter- 
course with China.” This certainly was a very courteously-worded 
threat. And now that the ‘ violations” have occurred, under aggra- 
vaiing circumstances, too, the country awaits with some impatience 
and anxiety the intimation of a decided line of policy on the part of 
our Government,

THE ROYAL MAIL COMPANY'S FLEET, 

The fleet of steamers owned by the West India and Brazil Royal 
Mail Company will this season be reinforced by the addition of three 
new vessels of the first class, one of which, the Tagus, has just passed 
satisfactorily through an official trial at the measured mile in Stoke's 
Bay. The Yagus, under the command of Captain T. A. Bevis, ran 
the measured mile four times with the following results :—First, 4min. 
10sec., equal to 14-400 knots per hour; second, 38min. 48sec., 15-789 
knots ; third, 4min. 20sec.. 13 846 knots ; fourth, 3min. 49sec., 15 721 
knots; the Government mean speed of the whole being 14-378 knots 

er hour. The vessel’s draught of water was 17ft. llin. forward, and 
Oft. Sin. aft; total weight of coals, stores, &c., on board, 958 tons; 
average steam, 46}|b. ; vacuum, 274 inches; revolutions of engines, 
61. The leading dimensions of the Tague are as follows :—Length on 
watér line, 340f/t. ; beam, 41ft.; depth to spar deck 33ft. 4in.; ton- 
nage, builders’ measurement, 2,790 ; gross registered tonnage, 3,290. 
Bhe has accommodation for 251 first-class passengers, 50 second, and 
50 third, and can carry 1,000 tons of cargo. The main saloon is the 
fall width of the ship. Tue Zagus, which was built by Messrs. Joha 
Elder and Co., of Glasgow, is propelled by compound engines of 600- 
horse power, similar to those in the company’s steamers Elbe aad 
Tasmanian, the advantages of which, both in reference to speed 
and economy of fuel, are fully demonstrated by the fact that 
the Tasmanian, which left Southampton on the 17th of April, on 
her first voyage after being fitted with these engines, made the rua 
out. to St. Thomas in 338 houra, burning only 466 tous of coals, while 
for nerly she used to cousume 1,083 tous in a ruu cf 349 hours. The 
Tagus is appointed to take out the West India and Pacific mails, 
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from Southampton, on the 17th inst. The Moselle, a sister ship to 
the Tagua, also building by Messrs. Elder and Co., is expected to be 
ready for sea in ten weeks; and the third new steamer, to be named 
the Boyne, of larger dimensions and less power, is being constructed 
by Messrs. Denny, Brothers, of Dumbarton, and will be ready for ser- 
vice about October. The Royal Mail Steam Cumpany may therefore 
now be congratulated on the possession of some of the finest ocean 
steamers in the world, each of their new vessels including the prac- 
tical adaptation of some improvement on its predecessor. Not the 
least of the distinguishing charac'eristics of the steamer under notice 
is her graceful appearance and build, due in great measure to the re- 
tention of the bowsprit and figure-head—not the heavy old bowsprit 
of our forefathers, which made the vessel plunge, but the light bow- 
sprit of modern times, which is not only essential to form the perfect 
symmetry of the ship, but algo really serviceable to hoist a staysail. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
DaworRace Case.—Trask Vv. FINDLAY AND ANOTHER. 

This was a special case stated for the opinion of the Court, to deter- 
mine whether the plaintiff was entitled to recover from the defendants 
in respect of an alleged breach of charter party of the American ship 
Charles A. Farwell. The plaintiff was owner of the vessel, and the 
defendants were merchants and shipowners of Glasgow. 

On the 7th of January, 1868, the Charles A. Farwell, then on a 
voyage from San Francisco to Liverpool, was chartered by defendants 
to proceed, after discharging her homeward cargo, to Birkennead or 
Cardiff, to load with coals for an Eastern port, either Aden, Hong 
Kong, or Shanghai, as ordered on signing bills of lading ; the vessel, 
after discharge, to proceed to Amherst, with liberty to take cargo to a 
port and load at Moulmein, Bassein, Rangoon, or Akyab (but one port 
only), seventy running days to be allowed charterers for loading with 
teak, or fifty running days for loading with rice. In February, 1868, 
the ship arrived at Liverpool, and subsequently commenced loading at 
Birkenhead, during which time s supplemental charter was agreed 
upon between defendants and the captain, by which Megsra. Findlay 
agreed not to send theahip to Shanghai if they had option to send her 
to Annesley Bay, and to pay ten shillings per ton extra on homeward 
cargo if they took that course. The vessel arrived at Aden on the 
25th July, and completed the discharge of cargo on the lat September. 
The captain telegraphed that he was waiting orders, which he received 
on the 24th October, directing him to proceed to Amherst. She ar- 
rived there in ballast on the 10th January, and on the 13th February 
the vessel wag ordered by the defendants’ agents to Rangoon, where 
she loaded a cargo of rice. The captain claimed demurrage for detain- 
ing the vessel at Aden, and on her arrival at Liverpool the plaintiff, 
the owner, placed a stop upon the cargo, which was only released on 
the defendants depositing asum of 21,000. The question was whether 
the plaintiff was entitled to demurrage for the detentiun at Aden. 

Judgment was for the plaintiff for £1,000, the amount claimed. 











Tax Loss or THE ‘‘ WiLLEM III.”—His Netherland’s Majesty's 
acrew corvette Valk, Commander Clifford, sailed from Portsmouth on 
the 27th ult. for the Scheldt, with the troops landed from the Nether- 
lands Company’s troopship Willem IJJ., recently burnt off the Isle of 
Wight, and the Government treasure recovered from the wreck since 
she has lain in her present position oo the Spit shoals near the entrance 
of Portsmouth Harbour. Steam pumps have been sent off to the iron 
shell remaining of the ship from the fire, and after the holes made in 
the bottom have been plugged up, and the water inside pumped out, 
and the hull floated, it will be towed into Portsmouth harbour for 
clearance, examination, and report. 

ADOULTERATION OF ['Ea.--In the House of Commons, on the 2nd 

| inst., in answer to Lord E. Cecil, the Chancellor of the Exchequer said 
no regulation could be made to require Custom-house officers to detain 
tea suspected of adulteration under the exiating law, and he would not 
take upon himeelf to recommend the enactment of a law to pro- 
vide for making such regulations, because such a course would render 
the Customs more unpopular than they were at present, and would 
not prevent adulteration by the retailer. 

TuE Juno, corvette, Captain J. K. E. Baird, having undergone ex- 
tensive repairs to her hull and machinery at Hong Kong, has been 
added to the strength of the China squadron. 

In all probability the Wolverine, corvette, Captain W. R. Wratis- 
law, will shortly be ordered from the Kagt Indies to augment Admiral 
Kellett's fleet in China and Japan.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawusoura, May 30. 

Accounts from Berlina announce the resigaation of Count Eulenburg 
(who will be known to many of your readers in the Far Bast as the 
head of the Prussian diplomitic mi-sion to China and Japan) from his 
post of Minister of the Interior, and he will probably be succeeded in 
that appointment by Count Konigsmark, at present resident at Posen, 
in his capacity of Governor-General (civil) of the province of Prussian 
Poland, It is added that the Count will be furnished with very ex- 
tensive power, an! proceed to Strasburg a8 Civil Governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine, in replacement of the present functionary, Herr von Kuhl- 
wetter. 

A very important meeting of delegates of maritime towns belonging 
to the German Commercial Conyress was held last week at Berlin by 
special invitation, to take into consideration what steps could be taken 
to obtain redress and compensation for German shipowners, on account 
of their losses incurred by the late war with France. Thirty four mari- 
time towns were represeuted at tiie meetinz, and Herr Commerziea- 
rath’ Bruinm, of Stettia, was elect d as President. The c airman 
pointed vut that circuinstances had greatly changed since their last 
meeting in October, when their object was to obtain a promise of a 
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separate demand for compensation from France over and above the 
amount that might be demanded a+ the warindemalty. Very lately, 
however, Prince Bismark hid mode a declaration in Parliament, ac- 
cording to which their claims were not only recognised in princinle, but 
&@ promive was given that the amount shoul! be paid by Germany out 
of the five milliards to be received from France as indemnity for the 
expenses of the war, though only for ships captured and sunk by the 
enemy. But there was enother and much more numerous class of 
shipowners whose claims for compensation could not be ignored ; he 
alluded to those whose vessels had been obliged to remain idle in forelgn 
ports, or foreed to take shelter in neutral harbours for fear of capture, 
whilst the German Consuls steadily refused to give them clearances and 
permit them to sail—even at their own risk and respousibility—and 
wit'sheld permission to discharge their crews, thereby putting them to 
useless and unavoidable expenses for wages, provisions, and port charges 
whilst the vessels were earning nothing. It now became their duty to 
their constituents at home to come to an understanding as to the claims 
they should make for compensation for this class of owners; for 
whereas the number of vessels actually captured, condemned, and sold 
was only between one and two hundred, there were several thousaud 
included in the other category. The meeting unanimously agreed to the 
principle of asking for a moderate compensation for the latter class of 
shipowners, but their views diverged considerably as to the definition of 
the term moderate. After a protracted discussion the meeting ayreed 
to the following demands:—1. Full compensation for the value of ships 
and cargo captured but not returned in natura, according to the stipu- 
lations contained in the Preliminary Treuty of Peace, the amount 
claimed to he the value of the respective objects at the time of the cap- 
ture. 2. Reimbursement of port charges, notarial expenses, the pur- 
chase of provisions, and sending home of ships and cargoes, compelled 
by the Consuls to remain inactive in foreign ports, 3. Compensation 
to captains and crews captured and detained in France as prisoners of 
war, according to the following scale ;—Captains $400 each, mates $200, 
petty officers $150, and seamen $100 exch. Dr. Soetbeer, the dele- 
gate for Hamburg, and Dr. Schumacher, the represen'ative of Bremen, 
were reque-ted to draw up a petition in this sense for presentation to 
Prince Bismark as Chancellor of the German Empire. 

The Hamburg Borsen-Halle of the 25th inst. contains an article ad- 
vocating very decidedly the expediency of appointing a Consul Missus 
in Siam instead of having there as Consular Agent a merchant con- 
nected with one of the German houscs at Bangkok. It then gives a full 
translation of the despatch of Mr. D. K. Mason, the Siamese Consul 
{n London, dated October 26, 1870, taken from a Bangkok journal, but 
which is also printed in the Straits Times of March 1, 1871, giving 
perticulars of the rendiment of six cargoes of Siamese produce, and 
adding the remarks of the Straits Times on the transaction, which imply 
a reflection on the conduct of the German Consul, whose duty it is to 
make out the Custom-honse clearances and grant the certificates of the 
manifests. ‘It is the more remarkable,” it says, “that those articles 
free of export duty show the usual deficiency in weight on their arrival 
in Englund, whilst those subject to duty exhibit a marked and unac- 
countable increase of weight.’ The Borsen-Halle, in pleading strongly 
jo favour of the appointment of Consules Missi, concludes by saying 
“the bonour of German mercantile houses must be ubove suspicion, 
like that of our wives, and we cannot afford tu risk its being subject to 
the breath of calumny for the sake of saving a few thousand dollars 
which Germany is quite rich enough to pay,” 

COMMERCIAL. 

There is but little to say about the produce markets, which are very 
quiet generally, on account of the holidays, thongh on the whole prices 
are well supported. Among the sules of raw sugar were 6,850 kran- 
Janes of Batavia in loco at 11 mks. beo., 467 do. for delivery on arrival 
at 174, and 18,200 do. brown Batavia, also for delivery, at 11 mks. beo, 
The cargo of tea per M. M. Jones that has come to hand was pre- 
viously sold for arrival. The sales by importers comprised 1,1968 
chests of Congou, and 269/8 do. of Souchong; a few hundred pack- 
ages were alxo disposed of by the dealers, all at former rates. Rice is 
dull of sale and a shade lower ; of rough no dealings reported. Pepper 
is aleo out of favour, and prices a trifle lower. No alteration in Cassia 
Lignea, which is firmly held. Nothing to say about Spelter, which is 
offered at 113 mks, boo.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerDamM, May 30. 


The Second Chamber have approved of the Budget of the Colonial 
Depertment by fifty-five against elght votes. Never, probably, 
was a Budget voted with so much haste. Nut one of the mem- 
bers seemed to consider the occasion fit for a thorough colonial 
debate. Mr. Hasselman stated that discontent prevailed in Java, 
and that an energetic and efficient man was required at the head 
of the Government; he meunt to infer that Mr. van Bosse, who never 
has visited Java, could not be “the right man in the right place.” He 
was of opinion that a Mini-ter who had failed to reorgunise the tax 
system iv Holland would certainly be unsuccessful in controlling pablic 
affairs in Java. He raised no oppo-ition to the credits asked for, though 
he should vote against the Budget. Mr. Nierstraz—also a member of 
the Opposition benches—did not yo so far; on the contrary, he believed 
that Mr. van Bosse wus not so Radical as in times yone by, that he 
would maintain the status quo, and that he would decline to be led by 
the ultra-Radicals, for all which reasons he did not care to oppose 
quand meme. Mr. van Golt-tein wished to give the Minister the op- 
portunity to explain the principal points of his policy—a policy as yet 
unknown. He asked the Minister pertinently if be adhered to the prin- 
ciples of his predecessor, to which Mr. Mirandolle replied in the nega- 
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tive. Mr. van Goltstein then demonstrated that the Minister de Waal 
had not enforced the Agrarian Law in the way he hud promised ; the 
Royal decree had not conferred on the natives the right of property 
in land, which was the leading wish of the Liberals, Therefore, the 
member wished to know whether the Minister would revoke the decree ; 
if he refused, then he should vote against the Budget. Messrs. 
Sloet and van Kerkewyk supported Mr. Mirandolle, whilst Mr. ’sJacob 
remembered that, when the members dealt with the Agrarian Bill, it 
was stated it would not decide the colonial question, There. was 
another main point in the debate, besides the questions of the East 
India tariff, the examination of public functionaries, and the medical 
service in Java, viz., the question of the transfer of our settlements on 
the coast of Guinea. On this head Mr. Gratama asked whether the 
statement of the West African Herald of March 31 was true, und Mr. 
van Sypesteyn whether the transfer was un fait accompli. The Mi- 
nister of the Colonial Department replied that it was his intention to 
apply liberally the fundamental rule of 18543; that he wished to main- 
tain the culture of coffee, but with the necessary improvements, He 
further declured that he did not approve of all the actions of his pre- 
decessor, especially with regard to the Agrarian Law, Before he took 
8 final decision in this matter he wished to wait for further information 
from India; then, after having examined the question, he will make 
further proposals. With regard to the question of the transfer of our 
African vettlements he declared that the Chamber could, if so disposed, 
annul the treaty with England. 

Yesterday a meeting of shareholders in the Steam Line Company Ne- 
derland was held at Amsterdam; the main subject for consideration 
was, of course, the loss of the Willem JJI. The managers stated that 
they could not give any elucidations as tothe cause of the fre, but it 
was quite certain that it was not the spontaneous heating of the 
eouls, It was further stated that three members of the couneil of 
managers with two comminsaries had been appointed to make an ample 
abbey rg This composition of the Commission was regarded by 
some shareholders as not being impartial; they would prefer that emi- 
nent aud neutral nautical men should be appointed, or that the Govern- 
ment should compove a commission, in order that the company should 
be wholly jystified in the eyes of the public. The question is not yet dew 
cided ; the managers will consider the matter, The passengers will have 
the option to take passage by the next steamer, or half the passage money 
will be returned. 

A pamphlet has been published here in which the question is eon. 
sidered whether it is desirable that the expiring treaty between the 
Government and the Trading Company should be renewed. The ques- 
tion is very important, but the author, Mr, F, W. C, Blom, M.P., 
arrives at no cunclusiun. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

In anticipation of the Trading Company’s Coffee sale, taking place 
here to-day, there has been but little activity in this article since my 
last. Suger continues in active request since the Trading Company's 
public sale, the current result of which was reported in my last, but 
the reserveIness of holders does not permit of much business being 
done.

THE CHINESE DESPATCH. 

Tr last mail brought us what purported to be the text of 
the Circular of the Government at Peking, a telegraphic 
summary of which was received a month since, and has since 
been the subject of discussion in our columns and by all inte- 
rested in China. We need hardly commend a document of 
such importance to our readers’ attentive perusal ; nor need 
we, so far as our subscribers are concerned, point out the 
insidious tone of the Circular. But, for the information of 
readers who are not familiar with the Far East, it may be 
desirable to request particular attention to those parts of the 
Circular which, while they contain threats of the most 

’ arrogant kind as to the proposed curtailment of onr treaty 
rights, are so euphuistically worded as to seem like the re. 
monstrances of an injured person, instead of being the 
menaces of an unpunished assassin. Affecting to be 
addressed to us on the score of conscience, the pre- 
sent Circular is in reality neither more nor less thau 
an attempt on the part of the mandarins to “fit the 
velvet glove on the iron hand”—a study after Bismark. 
The late JosePpH Hume, who, with all his faults, was 
unquestionably a sincere Reformer, and an honest man, used 
to say that he hated to hear anybody mention the word 
“ delicacy,” because his experience assured him that some- 
thing shabby was sure to follow such an exordium. In too 
many cases the plea of “Conscience” has been made the 
stalking-horse for ulterior and sinister views, but in none 
within our experience more palpably than in the Circular 
under notice. It is a sarcasm not directed only at our reli- 
gion, but also to our presumed indifference to it ; and, if it 
should fail to meet the prompt and indignant repudiation it 
demands, it can merely fill the public mind of the Chinese 
with the most presumptuous anticipations of finally expel- 
ling foreigners from their shores as the natural consequence 
of any apparent temporary success in this experiment. We 
would emphatically warn our readers not to treat the pre- 
sent as merely a “ missionary question.” for a single moment, 
The attack apparently directed against the missionaries is in 
reality aimed at the whole body of foreigners. Therefore, 
in resisting the present audacious proposal to ignore our 
treaty rights, our mercantile friends will be in reality fight- 
ing their own battles ; for they may be assured that, if the 
Circular be not promptly repudiated, it will be “ their turn 
next.” This is something like the way in which the literati 
will argue, if they are encouraged to imagine, even for a 
moment, that the present proposal of their Government is 
seriously entertained by ours :— 

“ No sincere man values anything more highly than his 
“ religion. No brave man suffers so willingly for anything 
“as bis religion. No honourable man can be brought to 
* gonsent that the doctrine he believes and teaches ought to 
“ be sileuced by Government decrees and mere force. There- 
“ fore, if we can fix the stigma of withdrawing their religion 
“ from the Flowery Land, we succeed in attaching to them 
“the lasting reproach of being neither sincere, brave, nor 
‘¢ honourable—which is precisely what we mandarins wish 
“the common people to believe. After we have succeeded 
“in proving that the English nation has no more attachment 
“to their religion than to allow its teachings to be silenced 
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“and its teachers murdered with impunity, we shall have no 
“great difficulty in disposing of their commerce, their pre- 
“gence among us, and even their communication with us. It 
‘is the easiest way in the world to degrade, insult, or punish 
“a people, through the excuse of religion, because all reli- 
“gions in the werld’s history have always been persecuted 
“in exact proportion to their purity, and as a preliminary 
“step to oharging the believers in particular creeds with 
“orimes nearly as atrocious, and quite as unfounded, as 
“the calumnies which we mandarins circulate against the 
“Christian missionaries now.” 


Mr. Maeniac, M.P., will this evening ask Lord Enrieip 
whether Her Masesty’s Government have yet received the 
copy of the Circular addressed by the Chinese Government to 
the Foreign Ministers. We have reason to believe that the 
Under-Secretary will reply that the Government have not 
received such a document, but that some of the despatches 
by the mail by which it might bave been sent were lost on 
the way. The committee of the various missionary bodies 
which united to form a deputation to the Foreign Secretary, 
to learn his sentiments with regard to the Chinese Circular, 
as we stated in our issue of the 8th May, are now delibe- 
rating whether they shall postpone their inquiry till the 
Government admit that they have received official intelligence 
of the Circular, or whether they shall take action in the 
matter without further delay. 


POSTAL SUBSIDIES. 

Our readers will remember that, when lately discussing 
the postal service between England and the Far East, we 
were compelled to notice the unpropitious spirit in which 
the new Postmaster-General expressed himself with regard 
to mail subsidies. The following extract from the reply of 
the same honourable gentleman to a deputation which waited 
on him for the purpose of urging the importance of keeping 
Southampton as a point for the departure of the mails is 
even more discouraging. 

Mr. Monsgtt replied to the representations of the depata- 
tion by saying :— 

Be this as it may, the important fact remains that both the contracts 
with the Royal Mail Company come to an end in December, 1874, and 
it is not at all probable that any similar contracts will be entered into. 
There are already several lines of steamers running to the Brazils, as 
well as to many of the ports embraced in the present West India scheme, 
and this department will, no doubt, on the termination of the contracts 
be able to make arrangements for the transmission of the mails by some 
of the vessels then running, without any regard to the port to and from 
which they may sail. 

After what has been here stated, and seeing that the policy of the 
Post- office for a long time past has been, and is still, to send the ocean 
mails by established lines of steam vessels, and to adapt the mail ser- 
vice as much us possible to the ordinary mercantile traffic, rather than 
Tequire such traffic to give way to the mail service, it will no doubt be 
apparent to the deputation that so far from any practical benefit being 
derived from the suggested inquiry by a select committee, such an jn- 
quiry would be objectionable, It would naturally encourage a belief 
that the determination of the best port for a packet station would be fol- 
lowed by new contracts for mail services from such port, and thus ex- 
pectations would be raised which could only lead to vexation and disap- 
pointment. Her Majesty's Guvernment are disinclined to enter into 
any packet contracts for a term of years. 

Asa natural and inevitable consequence of this kind of 
policy, no Steam Company will ever again be likely—at 
least during the existence of the present Government—to 
construct dooks, and build vessels, shipyards, machinery, and 
offices, as the P. and O. Company and Royal Mail Company 
have done at Southampton, solely for the purpose of being 
told Ly a Liberal Government that their public spirit would 
be entirely thrown away, ag no contract would be entered into 
for such a term as could alone repay or justify the outlay. 


Ws are glad to hear that, according to the last advices 
from the Resident Engineer at Colombo, the Colombo Gas and 
Water Company's works are proceeding in a rapid and most 
satisfactory manner. The foundations of the buildings (and 
of the gas-holder especially), which it was feared might have 
entailed considerable difficulty and expense, have proved 
much better than was anticipated, and all difficulties in these 
respects have been overcome. The boundary wall has been 
erected, the whole of the foundations of the buildings put 
in (with the exception of that of the tar-well), the brickwork 
of the retort-house all round raised as high as the plinth, the 
building of the ovens was about being commenced, as also 
the putting in the bottom tank plates of the gas-holder tank. 
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The bed of brickwork was completed for receiving the cou- 
densers. The scrubbers had been fixed, and all the other 
work, including laying of mains, was in an equally advanced 
state. Great credit is due to the resident enuineer, Mr. 
Srerson, and to the contractors’ representative, Mr. Lawsle, 
for the energy displayed by them in all the arrangements 
connected with our works, and the progress made therein, 
the first spade having been put into the ground only on the 
9th January last, and the first portion of the plant having 
only arrived on the 4th February last. If all continues to 
go on as well as heretofore, the directors expect to be able to 
deliver gas to the town by the beginning of August next. 


Some time ago we drew attention to the fuct that the Spa- 
nish Government had offered a subsidy for a line of steamers 
between Barcelona and Manila, via the Suez Canal, and that 
the idea had been taken up by some enterprising persons, 
who thought the proposed line might be advantageously ex- 
tended to China. We have now before us the prospectus of 
the “ European and Eastern Steamship Company,” the in- 
centive to the formation of which has apparently been the 
offer of the above-named subsidy, The amount of this sub- 
sidy bas been variously stated at from £100,000 to €240,000 
per anoum ; the latter sum, it will be apparent to all per- 
sons, is far beyond the capabilities of either the Spanish 
Government or the trade of the Philippines. The proposal 
before us states the subsidy as £100,000, and is accompanied 
by an estimate for the construction and working of six ves- 
sels, to form a line starting from London or Liverpool, call- 
ing at Barcelona—thence through the Suez Canal to Manila, 
Hong Kong, and Shanghai. 


WB invite attention to the evidence of Sir RurHERFORD 
ALoook and Mr. Coorer, before the Indian Finance Com- 
mittee, given in another column, simply because it corrobo- 
rates the article which we published in our last, in reply to 
our correspondent Tau, in our last issue. The only point 
on which our convictions are strengthened by the evidence 
of these gentlemen is one on which we are almost sorry to 
be confirmed in our opinion—namely, that the use of opium 
is not an unmitigated evil. Mr. Cooper says that “when a 
“coolie has his opium regularly he can perform prodigies of 
“work.” This certainly does not excuse the trafic in a 
poison which must ultimately undermine the constitution, 
but it needs only for us to look into the condition of our 
manufacturing districts at home to find that “ prodigies of 
work” are required from masses of persons who would never 
be able to perform them, unless they discounted their after- 
life by the use of stimulants and the habitual over-exertion 
which makes stimulants necessary. 


A sHortT time ago we had occasion tu remark on the ineffi- 
ciency of the private steamers laid on for the Straits, China, 
and Japan, via the Suez Canal. We now find by the Straits 
journals that this inefficiency in transit is accompanied by 
reckless carelessness, if not wilful negligence, in delivering 
cargo. The Penang correspondent says :— 

Goods are shipped in good order, and lines such as the P. and O., 
Jardine’s, and Apcar's, allow consignees to take delivery of their goods 
alongside, and no complaints are ever made; but the other lines dis- 
charge their vessels themselves, storing the goods in their own godowns 
The goods are kept there two or three days, and delivery is then taken 
of them in apparently good order, but when the cases are opened there 
are nearly always found to be contents missing; bags of pepper are 
short several cutties each ; fish mawsa and other things are always found 
to be short weight. Out of a shipment by the Glendarroch the other 
day of 190 begs of pepp»r, there was a loss on the whole of nearly 12 
piculs! Another shipper of 2U5 bags of pepper by the same steamer 
lost 11 piculs from his consignment, and many others have similar rea- 
sons to complain of the robberies of their goods. 

It is certain that shipowners cannot expect to compete 
with the established lines above mentioned, or even to ob- 
tain any share of the trade, unless they make a sweeping re- 
form of these irregularities, 


A TELEGRAM has been received from Singapore announcing 
a tremendous volcanic eruption in the island of Rua (supposed 
to be the Dutch settlement of Rhio). Tne country, it is 
stated, was devastated, and four hundred lives lost.

The tabular form contains, as usual, particulars of the tonnage, 
horse power, and prevent -tations of the company’s fleet ; and, on com- 
parison with that which formed part of the last report, the following 
changes will be noted :— 

The Khedive and /ndus have been brought upon the active list, the 
former being now on her voyage to China, via the Suez Canul, and the 
latter being appointed to leave Southampton for India on the Srd inst. 
The Mirzapore was launched on the 20th ultimo, and is now being 
fitted out by Mesars, Caird and Co., at Greenock, and the same builders 
are making satisfactory progeess with the Peshawur (called in the last 
report the Agra) and the Pekin. 

The Salsette, the three small vescels, the Formosa, Azof, and Norna, 
the sailing transport ship Haddington, and the hulks Zenobia and 
Broughton Hall have been soll. The directors bave the sat sfaction to 
state that the navigation of the fleet has not been attended by any acci- 
dent since the date of the last meetiny. 5 


GENERAL REDUCTION OF THE RATES OF PASSAGE-MONEY. 

The opening of the Suz Canal has bad the natural effect of intro- 
ducing « considerable change in the course of passenger traffic to and 
from the East. Many of tie screw steum-ships, placed on that line for 
commercial purposes, have a certain amount of accommodation fur pas- 
sengers, so that, in addition to the competition of the fine sailing ships 
via the Cape, the company has to encounter opposition of a more direct 
nature, 

Under these circumstances the directors, while feeling that the com- 
pauy’s vessels present enperior advantages for the accommodation of the 
travelling public, considered it would be for the interest of the proprietors 
so to modify the rates of passage-money as to assimilate then) more 
nea: ly to those of their competitors, and a general abatement, equivalent 
to about 20 per cent., was, consequently, brought into operution about 
the middle of March. In defcreuce. also, to what ayprared to be the 
wish of the majority of the passengers, they have discontinued the system 
of including the supply of wines, spirits, and beer, in the charge for pas- 
saye-money,and have undertaken to furnish these articles at a moderate 
tariff on board the sbips. 

It is too early at present to estimate the effect of these changes, but 
the proprietors may be assured that in what has been and may yet be 
done the directors are fully alive to the importance of maintaining the 
high position of the company, and at the same time of adapting its 
arrangements to the altering requirements of the times. 


OPERATIONS OF THE HALF-YEAR. 

The company’s business during the six months embraced in this re- 
port has been carried on under considerable depression, arising from the 
unset'led state of affairs on the Cuntinent, and from the effects of severe 
competition, the result being a diminution of the receipts as compared 
with the corresponding period of former years. It affords the directors, 
however, much gratification to state that the reductions in some of the 
more important items of expenditure, which were adverted to in the last 
report, have been maintained,

After the long depression in India Exchanges, on which the 
success of our Indian Banks so much depends, it is gratifying to 
notice an improvement, and also that the rates of interest in Cal- 
cutta, which have ruled at four to five per cent., have now risen to 
six to seven. The Exchanges in China with the new tea season 
will also advance. 

Our readers will probably remember the disastrous report of the 
National Bank of India, published some two months since, and 
the severe comments which it gave rise to at the general meeting 
held in London. Mr. Murdoch Maciver, the shareholder who 
made these comments, now writes to Zhe Times in reply to a 
letter from their Calcutta correspondent, to explain that he had 
no animus in bringing forward the serious questions mooted at 
the meeting, which had till then escaped notice from the Press, 
though the shareholders, who are widely domiciled in Europe and 
India, have some knowledge of them. In consequence of the 
letter in The Times, however, the shareholders may perhaps ac- 
cept The Times correspondent’s opinion as the weighty opinion of 
The Times itself, and so be biassed against the exertions which 
Mr. Maciver says he is still making to reform the management of 
the Bank. He says:— ; 

“ During three years earned only 2 1-5th per cent. per annum, with 

cash resources ranging from a million and a quarter sterling in 1868 to 
£2, 200,000 in 1870. Since June of that year no profit has been made, 
but severe losses have been sustained out of capital; and a shareholder 
in sach circumstances might be pardoned for spesking plainly to direc- 
tors drawing £3.000 a year from the capital under the name of fees, 
but doing no gvod to the bank in return.” 
What he means by “cash resources” is difficult to say, but if 
he means that this amount represented capital and deposits on 
which the Bank had to pay a dividend, he evidently does not 
understand his subject, as the durger the amount the Jess the 
dividend. 

The prospectus of the Penang Plantations Company has been 
issued, with a capital of £50,000, in 10,000 shares of £5 cach. 
Lhe company is established for the, purpose of acquiring land and 
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plantations in Penang and elsewhere. Power is taken to purchase 
the Alma Estate and all rights for £28,000, pnyable—£12.000 in 
cash, £8,000 in deferred debentures, £8,000 in deferred shares, 
and a further £2,000 by way of additional purchase money. The 
original subscribers are Mesars. J. Browne, United Universities Club, 
Pall-mall, 5 shares ; Wm. Stephens, 2, Constitution-crescent, Mil- 
ton, Gravesend, 5 shares; Alfred R. Rocke, 1, Palmerston-build- 
ings, 5 shares ; Leonard Wray, Eagle Lodge, Ramegate, 5 shares ; 
Cromwell F. Varley, Whitehall Club, Parliament-street, 5 shares ; 
H. E. Montgomerie, 17, Gracechurch-street, 5 shares; J. W. Mul- 
lury, \,'estbourne-terrace, 5 shares; and Frederick Pontifex, Uni- 
versity Club, 5 shares. 

The fiftieth annual report of the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce contains some information of interest to our readers. The 
new Convention with China, negotiated by Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
as supplementary to the Treaty of Tientsin, it will be remem- 
bered, excited much dissatisfaction, and the memorial of the 

hamber showed that its effect would be to impose vexatious re- 
strictions on trade, that there was no protection afforded against 
the exactions hitherto imposed by local officials, and that there 
was no sufficient guarantee for the fulfilment of treaty engage- 
ments. In consequence of these representations Her Majesty’s 
Government determined to defer to the wishes expressed by the 
different commercial associations in this country, and also in 
China, and the Royal ratification was accordingly withheld. The 
influence of the Manchester Chamber has also been successfully 
exerted in obtaining a remission of fines and a withdrawal of the 
confiscation of goods, which, owing to the carelessness of a ser- 
vant, had been shipped to Manila under a wrong declaration ; the 
circumstances of the case, and the high standing of the house 
concerned, proving conclusively that the occurrence was to be 
attributed solely to error. 


Another attempt is being made to upset the amalgamation of 
the Imperial Bank of China and the Hindustan Bank by a share- 
holder in the former. 

Messrs. Southern, Quilty, and Co., of Fenchurch-street, an- 
nounce that they have opened a branch of their firm in Bombay, 
under the style of -R. L. Southern and Co. Mr. William Wilson 
Baily, who has had considerable experience in the East India 
trade, principally in Bombay, will have the management of the 
business, and will sign the firm by procuration.

TEA. 

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s Cir- 
cular: —The murket hag continued firm for useful to medium quality 
of Congou, and the limited business transacted confined chiefly to 
these grades. In reference to the new season 1871-2: from Canton 
about 1,500 boxes of new make Congou have come to hand. of fine 


quality ; from Shanghai, under date 12th April, the market at Hankow, 


is expected to open early, and the cost of the leaf at the producing 
districts likely to be lower than last year; from Foochow ad- 
vices speak well of the prospects for a better crop. For ex- 
port there has been business in good common bDlack-leaf at 
11d. to 1s. per lb., and a few fine Monings at 2s. to 28. 2d. per Ib. 
Black: But little has been done in leafy to good flavoury red-leaf, 
but Kaisow kinds at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 3d. per 1b. are in very stall sup- 
ply, and have been generally inquired for. Tayshan Leaf: A few 
sales, chiefly of second hand, have taken place at 1s, 2d.to 1s, 4d. 
per |b. in boxes of medium quality; the new season's are fine and of 
good aroma,.and have sold at 2s. 2d. to 2s. 8d. perlb. Black Leaf: 
Ordinary quality remains as last advised, but fair good to common 
can be quoted slightly dearer ; fair to medium quality is scarce, and 
has realised a further small advance, quotations closing at 1s, 04d, to 
1s. 4d. per Ib.; fine and finest have sold in small lots at about 1d. per 
lb. lower. Souchong: No. change. Oolong: Easier rates. Scented 
Teas: No change to advise, transactions being on the smallest acale. 
Green calls for no special remarks. 

There was armall publiceale on the let inst., at which 743 packages 
were sold ‘‘ without reserve.” With the exception of 374 packages of 
Japan green tea, which realised full rates, the teas offered were otda 
and ends, and call for no special notice. At the close there are more 
signs of activity, though little business bas been transacted, heldere 
being firm. Common and medium Moning continue in good request; 
fine grades are comparatively neglected. {n common red-leaf deacrip- 
tions there is aa yet no improvement. 


SILK. 

A dull, flat, dragging market bas prevailed, with very limited busi- 
ness in desirable classes of Silk, and hardly any business at all in those 
descriptions not required by manufacturers, still consumption has been 
highly satisfactory, the deliveries being, with the exception of March 
last. the largest in total since June of last year, which go far to prove 
that manufacture goes briskly forward, notwithstanding the deplorable 
events on the Continent. Importers and holders have, in many in- 
stances of lute, shown much disposition to sell, in the face of the recent 
di-asters in Paris, and the prospects of a good European crop, and this 
has naturally depressed an already dull market, and cau ed prices to de- 
cline, although not to any important extent, say about 1s. on Chinas and 
Cantons, and 1g. to 2a. on Japans, the latter Silks having to be forced 
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where rales were demanded. At the present ruling rates, say 24a. for Red 
Peacock and 16s. to 163. 6d. for good market Tsatlee Canton, there has 
been a small steady business doiug, and it is not at all improbable that - 
the market would speedily strengthen under better news from France, 
and the certainty of order being restored in Paris. With regard to 
the European crops, it is just a little too early to speak confidently of 
the result, but the chances are in favour of a very fair yield; the ase 
surance of suck being the cage will hardly act upon our market, the 
prospects of an abundant crop having probably been already dis- 
counted. The deliveries in May were—China, 2,696 bales; Canton, 
909 bales ; Japan, 567 bales; Bengal, 829 bales; total, 4,501 bales. 
Stock, China, 18,799 bales; Japan, 7.778 bales, 
Lonpon Quorations, JUNE 2.

Subsequently to the issue of our report of the 22nd ult. the demand 
fell off, and for inferior qualities of plantation Ceylon prices gave way 
1s. tols. 6d. percwt. Latterly the quantity offered at auction has 
been light, and the market has in consequence assumed a rather 
steadier appearence. Transactions comprise, 2,663 casks 784 tierces 
and barrels, 1,028 baga Plantation Ceylon, low middling palish to 
middling coloury 59. to 67s., good middling to very good bold 683. to 
7¥s., emall 558, to 58s.; 94 casks 780 bags Native Ceylon, good ordi- 
nary 52s. to 53s., small 47s. 6d. to 49s., peas 568; and 350 bags Singae 
pore mixed pale 483, 6d. to 503., Bonthyne 53s. . 

Compared to the heavy landings in the corresponding week last 
‘year, those in the present show a deficiency of 1,450 tons, and as the 
deliveries for the week are of good extent and nearly 400 tons in 
excess, the stock now shows a relative deficiency of 1,550 tons.

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT.—Mar 20. 
—o— 
TEA. 

An active enquiry for nearly all descriptions has been exhibited 
throughout the fortnight, and prices have been firmly maintained, 
thongh no actual advance can he reported. 

An article has appeared in the Chicago Tribune stating that the tea 
trade of the States is being rapidly revolutionised, with the sure 
prospect of being concentrated at a very early day in Chicago. It 
adds:—“ For nearly a year past some of our leading South Water- 
atreet firms have been preparing the way for this result by experiment- 
ing on the cost of the two routes, and arriving at the exact rates for 
transportation overland necessary to ensure the complete abandonment 
of the ocean route. It is found that 5} cents per pound is the lowest 
ocean rates from Yokohama to New York, including inaurance and all 
other charges, as well as freight. Thereupon arrangements were 
promptly entered into by the Central and Union Pacific Companies, 
whereby the total rates from Yokohama to Chicago, including ingur- 
ance and all charges, should be 44 cents. The difference in time is 
between forty days by rail to Chicago, and one hundred and twenty 
days by the Suez route to New York. No sooner was this point 
reached than a considerable number of our merchante established 
direct agencies in Yokohama, gent on their orders, and the new and 
widening stream began to flow in good earnest. Twenty-five thousand 
chests of about sixty pounds to the chest have come by rail to Chi 
direct within two months, for our Western trade, and about 50,000 
ett have passed through Chicago to New York and other Eastern 
Pointe.” 





Correr.—The current quotations for East India kinds are, Java

The first supply of 
the new crop Rangoon was received on May 17. This arrival is fully 
two months in advance of any previous year, having come via Suez 
Canal and England. The quality is unusually good—especially in’ 
colour, owing to quick transit—the ordinarily long passage via Cape 
of Good Hope causing cargo to heat, with consequent deterioration in 
colour. This importation is an experiment, but the high cost in 
freight will probably prevent further shipments by the Canal. 

Sucar.—Just before the close of the market an active demand 
sprung up for West Indian kinds, chiefly from Refinors, induced by 
conc--ssions made by holders, and a larger business was done than for 
some time past. The activity has not yet extended to Eust India de- 
scriptions, and the only sale to report is of 53,021 bags Manila, per 
Golden Fleece (before arrival) on private terms. 

Srices.—An invoice of 3,000 cases and 3,000 bales Cassia has been 
received from China, via Manila, and remains unsold. A parcel of 
200 piculs Pepper, to arrive at Boston per Polly Lewis, sold on private 
terms. There is more inquiry for Pepper in bond, for export, but 
prices are unchanged. There continues a good jobbing demand, and 
the market remains steady for most goods. Sales have been made in 
lote of Mace at $1.15; Nutmegs, at 84c. for Penang; Cassia, 3lc. to 
8lkc.; Pepper, 16c. for Sumatra, and 164c. for Singapore; White 
Rapper 22c. all gold.
